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BUILDING  CAMPAIGN  DINNER 
BEFORE  SPRING  VACATION 

PROVES  UNUSUAL  SUCCESS 


The  dinner  which  was  held  Tuesday  even- 
ing, March  13,  was  one  of  the  greatest  succes- 
ses the  school  has  had  this  year.  It  was  run 
off  in  fine  shape  by  a  student  committee  com- 
posed of  Herbert  Badger,  Wentworth  Smith, 
and  Russell  Patton.  It  was  held  in  the  Com- 
mons Building  on  the  night  before  the  Spring 
recess,  and  the  main  purpose  of  the  dinner  was 
to  make  the  last-minute  announcements  in  re- 
gard to  the  important  work  to  be  done  by  the 
boys  during  that  vacation. 

As  speakers  after  a  delicious  steak  dinner 
were  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  Dr.  Allan 
Winter  Rowe,  and  John  Young  of  the  class  of 
1931.  Robert  Sommer,  editor-in-chief  of  The 
Arc/ton,  gave  a  short  talk  on  the  use  of  the 
special  edition  which  was  given  out  at  that 
time,  and  Everett  Black  of  the  senior  class 
was  toastmaster  at  the  affair. 

Mr.  Phillips,  who  is  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  gave  a  most  enthusiastic  report  of 
the  feelings  of  the  Board  on  the  question  of 
the  Campaign,  and  to  back  his  report  he 
promised  to  give  five  hundred  dollars  for  every 
thousand  dollars  that  the  boys  raise  up  to 
five  thousand.  This  generous  pledge  was 
greatly  appreciated,  and  Mr.  Phillips  was 
given  a  storm  of  applause. 

The  next  speaker  on  the  program  was  John 
Young  who  delivered  one  of  the  most  polished 
and  perfect  talks  that  any  boy  from  this 
school  has  ever  given.  He  is  taking  a  pre- 
medical  course  at  Johns  Hopkins  in  Baltimore 
and  made  the  trip  here  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  speaking  at  the  banquet.  It  was  a  real  treat 
to  the  school  to  welcome  John  back,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  bovs  who  were  here  when  John  was 
an  undergraduate,  enjoyed  talking  over  old 
days  with  him. 

Dr.  Allan  Winter  Rowe  of  the  Evans  Me- 
morial Hospital  in  Boston  was  the  last  speaker 
on  the  program,  and  he  also  delivered  an  ex- 
cellent talk  during  the  course  of  which  he 
pledsred  his  support  to  the  Campaign. 

One  of  the  high-lights  of  the  dinner  was  the 
comic  strip  frieze  drawn  bv  Mr.  Morey  Eames 
of  the  faculty.  It  reached  entirely  around  the 
dining  room,  and  the  various  scenes  illustrated 
the  progress  of  the  campaign  from  its  origin 
to  the  completion  of  the  new  building.  The 
Campaign  Committee  greatly  appreciates  Mr. 
Eames'  efforts  in  this  project  and  congratulates 
him  on  his  success. 


CHARTER  MEMBERS  NAMED 

FOR  ACADEMY  CHAPTER 

OF  CUM  LAUDE  SOCIETY 


Following  the  election  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer  to  membership  in  the  Cum  Laude  Society, 
six  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  named 
charter  members:  Mr.  Eames,  Mr.  Mitchell, 
Mr.  Nash,  Mr.  Mercer,  Mr.  Jacob,  and  Mr. 
Dunning.  This  group,  with  Mr.  Mitchell  as 
chairman  and  Mr.  Nash  as  secretary,  has 
adopted  a  set  of  by-laws  and  has  nominated 
for  membership  in  the  chapter  certain  alumni 
of  the  past  three  years. 

The  Cum  Laude  Society  was  founded  at 
the  Tome  School  in  1906.  Its  object  is  the 
encouragement  and  reward  of  high  attainment 
on  the  part  of  students  in  secondary  schools, 
and  the  means  it  employs  to  accomplish  this 
object  are  similar  to  those  used  by  the  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  Society.  The  organization  is  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  Maryland. 

At  the  end  of  the  spring  term  a  group  will 
be  elected  to  membership  from  the  senior 
class,  and  will  be  initiated  together  with  the 
alumni  members  who  have  alreadv  been  nomi- 
nated. The  alumni  are:  Class  of  1931:  Wel- 
don  Ray.  Howard  Rosenfeld,  William  Fearn- 
side,  and  John  Young:  Class  of  1932:  William 
Johnson.  Martin  Gowdey.  and  Ernst  Krippen- 
dorf;  Class  of  1933:  Andrew  Linscott,  Calvin 
Eldred.  Paul  Dillingham,  Baird  Hodgkinson, 
and  David  Tatman. 

The  By-laws  adopted  by  the  Governor 
Dummer  chapter  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  name  of  the  chapter  shall  be  the 
"Governor  Dummer  Chapter". 

2.  New  members  shall  be  elected  annually 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  term  from  the  grad- 
uating class. 

3.  New  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at 
the  close  of  the  spring  term. 

4.  Changes  in  the  Bv-laws  shall  be  made 
onlv  bv  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  chapter. 

5.  To  be  eligible  for  membership  a  student 
shall: 

A.  Have  attained  a  general  average  of  80% 
for  his  senior  year. 

B.  Stand  in  the  first  fifth  of  his  class. 

6.  The  mere  fulfilment  of  the  qualifications 
listed  under  By-law  5  shall  not  automatically 
determine  a  student's  eligibilitv  for  election. 
In  addition,  a  three-fourths  vote  bv  ballot  of 
the  faculty  members  of  the  chapter  shall  be 
necessary  for  election.

Dr.  Sigmund  Spaeth,  known  as  "The  Tune 
Detective",  presented  an  interesting  entertain- 
ment in  the  living  room  of  the  Commons 
Building  on  Saturday  evening,  April  7.

DR.  ALFRED  STEARNS  SPEAKS 

AT  RECENT  VESPER  SERVICE 


Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  retired  headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  presented  a  me- 
morable talk  at  the  Vesper  service  on  April 
22.  He  chose  as  his  subject  the  Old  Testa- 
ment story  of  Elijah  and  the  still  small  voice 
of  God.  In  the  quiet  which  followed  the 
earthquake  and  fire,  the  voice  told  Elijah 
that  he  must  not  be  a  coward;  he  must  go 
back  and  face  the  greatest  task  of  his  life. 

The  voice  of  conscience,  Dr.  Stearns  said, 
is  the  voice  of  God  speaking  within  each  one 
of  us.  We  all  have  moments  when  we  realize 
that  we  have  not  been  our  best  selves.  Our 
conscience  speaks  to  us  afterwards,  and  if  we 
do  not  listen  to  this  still  small  voice  we  shall 
find  that  it  speaks  less  and  less  clearly.  In 
closing,  Dr.  Stearns  told  the  story  of  an  An- 
dover boy  who  was  not  satisfied  until  he  had 
passed  on  to  others  less  fortunate  than  him- 
self some  of  the  benefits  he  had  received  from 
his  education. 

Work  at  Charlestown  Prison  is 
Subject  of  Talk 

The  Vesper  speaker  on  April  eighth  was  Dr. 
Ernest  J.  Dennen  of  Boston,  director  of  Camp 
O-At-Ka.  He  spoke  of  his  work  as  minister 
of  the  Episcopalian  group  at  the  Charlestown 
Prison.  He  pointed  out  that  although  they  are 
criminals,  they  are  nevertheless  men,  and  he 
gave  several  close-ups  of  the  finer  types  of 
men  with  whom  he  has  come  in  contact  at  the 
prison. 

The  Reverend  Carroll  Perry  made  his  sec- 
ond visit  to  the  school  this  year  as  vesper 
sneaker  at  the  service  on  April  15.  He  told 
the  story  of  the  children  of  Israel  who  com- 
plained because  they  were  expected  to  make 
bricks  without  straw,  and  he  pointed  out  that 
the  task  of  making  things  without  material  is 
the  problem  of  all  men  .  Never  mind  what 
vou  have;  make  what  you  can  out  of  it.  One 
is  merely  playing  for  sympathv  when  he  says, 
"You  expect  more  of  me  than  I  can  do".

7.  In  electing  new  members  the  faculty 
members  of  the  chapter  shall  be  urged  to  con- 
sider the  following  factors  in  determining  qual- 
ifications for  membership: 

A.  The  nature  of  the  courses. 

B.  The  number  of  courses  repeated. 

C.  The  effort  expended  by  the  student. 

D.  The  record  of  the  student  at  Governor 
Dummer  or  at  other  schools  prior  to  his  senior 
year. 

E.  The  record  of  the  student  in  the  College 
Board  Examinations. 

F.  Marked  deficiency  in  particular  subjects. 

8.  During  the  first  week  of  May  the  secre- 
tary shall  report  to  the  president  the  names  of 
those  members  of  the  senior  class  who  have, 
up  to  and  including  the  grades  of  May  first, 
met  the  requirements  of  By-law  5  A  above. 
A  list  of  all  candidates  eligible  under  the  re- 
quirements of  By-law  5  A  above  as  determined 
by  their  yearly  average  as  of  May  first  shall 
then  be  prepared  by  the  president.  He  shall 
submit  this  list  to  the  faculty  members  of  the 
chapter  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  as  soon  there- 
after as  he  deems  practicable. 


The  work  squad  is  engaged  this  spring  in 
another  tree-planting  project  on  the  campus. 
The  school  has  purchased  some  fifteen  thou- 
sand trees,  composed  of  Norway,  White,  and 
Colorado  Spruce;  Red,  Austrian,  Bull,  and 
Mugho  Pine;  Douglas  Fir  and  Fir  Balsam. 

This  action  is  in  natural  sequence  to  the 
work  begun  last  year  through  a  gift  of  Dr. 
Charles  Ingham,  former  headmaster,  who 
donated  five  thousand  trees  to  be  planted 
around  the  athletic  field.  Dr.  Ingham  was  al- 
so instrumental  in  starting  a  small  nursery  on 
the  hill  behind  the  schoolhouse. 

The  sites  chosen  this  year  are  the  lawn  be- 
tween Peirce  Hall  and  the  turnpike,  the  sec- 
tion around  the  old  hockey  pond,  and  the  area 
just  west  of  the  new  board  track.  In  the 
ravine  in  front  of  Peirce  Hall  some  flowering 
crab,  laurel,  and  azalea  shrubs  have  been 
planted. 

The  photograph  on  this  page  was  made 
while  the  work  squad  was  planting  young 
trees  on  the  lawn  east  of  Peirce  Hall.  Mr. 
Dunning  and  Mr.  Kirk  are  in  charge  of  the 
squad,  and  Mr.  Mitchell  has  been  helping 
with  the  work. 
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AN  OPPORTUNITY 


The  ability  to  write  well  is  of  inestimable 
value.  Whether  a  boy  is  going  into  profes- 
sional life  or  into  some  branch  of  business,  the 
ability  to  express  himself  clearly  and  fluently 
is  not  only  an  aid  but  a  necessity.  It  is  even 
used  as  a  measure  of  character,  for  many  peo- 
ple go  so  far  as  to  judge  the  character  of 
others  by  means  of  the  letters  they  have  writ- 
ten.

After  a  student  has  learned  the  fundamentals 
of  grammar  and  rhetoric  in  his  English  class, 
he  must  put  them  into  constant  use.  No  one 
can  help  him  much  at  this  point  unless  he  is 
anxious  to  help  himself.  It  is  not  enough  to 
possess  the  tools  and  the  materials — they  must 
be  used  until  they  can  be  made  to  respond 
readily  to  the  mind  of  the  writer. 

As  the  school  year  draws  to  a  close,  the 
present  staff  of  The  Archon  will  step  aside  in 
favor  of  a  new  group.  Because  of  the  large 
number  of  seniors  on  the  Board,  many  posi- 
tions— from  editor-in-chief  to  contributor — 
will  be  open.  An  opportunity  will  be  offered, 
both  for  the  participation  in  an  important 
school  activity,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
valuable  ability  to  write.

An  atmosphere  of  expectancy  hung  over  the 
farm  that  clear  October  afternoon  in  1716.  At 
the  barn  the  negroes  were  singing  gayly  as 
they  threw  down  clean  straw  for  the  stables 
and  tossed  a  generous  allowance  of  salt  hay 
into  each  of  the  stalls.  Within  doors  the  ser- 
vants bustled  about  the  house,  putting  the 
guest  rooms  in  order,  laying  fires  in  the  open 
fireplaces,  and  preparing  savory  dishes  in  the 
great  kitchen.  The  watchful  eye  of  the  host- 
ess overlooked  no  detail  in  the  preparations, 
for  this  was  to  be  a  memorable  day  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Mansion  House. 

Samuel  Shute,  the  newly  appointed  Gover- 
nor of  the  Province,  was  on  his  way  to  Ports- 
mouth,  and  he 
would  pass  the  night 
as  the  guest  of  his 
friend,  William 
Dummer.  Late  in 
the  afternoon  a 
military  troop  from 
Newbury  met  the 
Governor  and  his 
party  on  the  road 
and  escorted  them 
to  the  Mansion 
House.  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Dummer 
and  his  young  bride 
stepped  out  through 
the  great  doorway 
to  welcome  their 
distinguished  visitor 
as  he  alighted.  Lady 
Dummer's  face  was 
radiant  with  pride 
as  she  thought  of 
her  position  as  host- 
ess, not  only  to  the 
Governor  of  the 
Colony,  but    to    the 

President  of  Harvard  College.  For  indeed 
President  Leverett  would  arrive  that  same 
afternoon  and  would  spend  the  night  in  one 
of  the  guest  rooms  of  the  Mansion  House.  It 
was  significant  that  the  highest  political 
authority  of  the  Province  and  the  leading 
scholar  of  the  day  should  be  among  the  first 
guests. 

Thus  more  than  two  hundred  years  ago  a 
tradition  of  hospitality  and  cordiality  was  es- 
tablished at  the  summer  residence  of  Governor 
Dummer — a  tradition  which  is  maintained  on 
the  campus  of  the  Academy  today.  John 
Ewell,  in  his  Story  of  Byfield,  refers  to  the 
"long  series  of  hospitable  receptions    of    the

most  eminent  men  and  the  fairest  ladies  of 
the  Province  which  make  the  Academy  Man- 
sion one  of  the  historic  houses  of  America." 

Although  Governor  Dummer  was  a  resident 
of  Boston  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year, 
he  actually  belonged  to  Byfield.  The  farm 
which  came  into  his  possession  in  1713  was 
a  paternal  estate,  deeded  to  him  by  his  father, 
Jeremiah  Dummer,  a  year  before  the  Gover- 
nor's marriage  to  Katharine  Dudley.  Richard 
Dummer,  the  Governor's  grandfather,  was  a 
pioneer  in  this  section,  being  one  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  new  settlement  of  Newbury  in 
1632.  The  name  of  Dummer  had  been  linked 
with  Byfield  and  Newbury  history  for  nearly 

a  hundred  years. 
The  fact  that  Wil- 
liam Dummer  was 
born  in  Boston, 
owned  a  house  in 
School  Street,  and 
remained  in  town 
whenever  his  official 
duties  occupied  him, 
did  not  prevent  him 
from  retiring  to  the 
peace  and  quiet  of 
his  country  seat  in 
the  parish  of  By- 
field  during  the 
summer  months. 
The  Mansion  House 
was  not  intended  to 
be  a  year-round 
residence  for  the 
Governor's  family, 
and  indeed  it  would 
have  been  difficult 
to  live  there  com- 
fortably through  a 
New  Eng- 
de- 


ngorous 


land      winter, 
pendent  on  wood  fires  for  warmth. 

It  is  not  definitely  known  when  the  present 
Mansion  House  was  built,  but  there  is  evi- 
dence that  it  was  in  existence  at  the  time  of 
Governor  Shute's  visit  in  1716,  and  it  is  not 
likely  that  it  was  erected  before  the  Governor's 
marriage  in  1714.  If  1716  be  taken  as  the 
date,  the  old  Mansion  stood  as  the  summer 
home  of  the  Governor  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury before  the  days  of  Master  Moody  and 
his  boys.  In  the  words  of  Nehemiah  Cleave- 
land,  master  of  the  Academy  from  1821  to 
1840,  it  was  "the  seat  of  open  and  refined 
hospitality — a  place  of  convivial,  social,  and 
intellectual  enjoyment  seldom  equalled." 
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ALUMNI  NOTES 


The  school  recently  received  an  interesting 
communication  from  Mr.  W.  F.  Trowbridge  of 
Wenham  who  is  an  alumnus  of  the  Academy. 
Mr.  Trowbridge,  who  is  now  90  years  old,  at- 
tended the  school  in  1859.  A  few  years  later 
he  went  to  sea,  and  he  writes,  "In  May,  1862, 
I  sailed  from  New  York  to  Melbourne,  Aus- 
tralia, time  110  days".  His  ship  was  chart- 
ered to  carry  cargoes  to  New  Zealand,  where 
a  new  gold  field  had  just  opened.  After  three 
trips  to  that  island  he  left  the  ship  to  join  the 
gold  rush,  and  he  remained  in  the  field  several 
years.  Returning  to  this  country,  he  went  in- 
to business,  and  in  spite  of  his  advanced  age 
he  is  still  active.

WITH  VICTORY  OVER  GROTON 


ACADEMY  BASEBALL  TEAM 

OVERCOMES  GROTON  LEAD 

TO  WIN  HANDILY,  9  TO  6 


In  the  opening  game  of  the  1934  baseball 
season  the  Governor  Dummer  nine  waded 
through  the  Groton  team  by  a  score  of  9  to 
6  at  Groton  on  April  14.  The  game,  seven 
innings  in  length,  was  marked  by  frequent  er- 
rors and  the  Governors  showed  a  lack  of  ex- 
perience. 

The  first  inning  put  the  Governors  at  a  de- 
cided disadvantage  as  John  Bemben  walked 
in  three  runs.  However,  he  soon  discontinued 
this  policy,  and  in  the  second  inning  he  settled 
down  to  steady  pitching.  It  was  in  the  fol- 
lowing frame  that  the  visitors  opened  a  suc- 
cessful drive,  with  beautiful  hits  by  Bemben 
and  Bill  Hutchinson,  and  four  runs  crossed  the 
plate  to  put  the  Governors  in  the  lead. 

During  the  fifth  and  sixth  innings  three 
more  runs  were  brought  in,  with  Jack  Graham 
and  Yenning  Davis  showing  up  well  with  the 
bat.

IN  MILTON  ACADEMY  GAME 


The  Governor  Dummer  baseball  team  met 
its  first  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Milton  Acad- 
emy, 7  to  1,  at  Milton  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon, April  18. 

The  performance  of  the  Red  and  White 
team  in  the  field  showed  considerable  im- 
provement over  the  Groton  game  and  the  num- 
ber of  errors  was  cut  down.  However,  the 
Governors  were  unable  to  connect  with  the 
ball  and  only  collected  two  hits  during  the  en- 
tire game.  The  lone  score  came  when  Red 
Learned,  who  had  been  passed  on  balls,  came 
home  on  a  hit  by  Mike  Shaw.

As  the  result  of  elections  held  last  week, 
Otis  Kerr  and  John  Frank  have  been  chosen 
as  captains  of  the  school  baseball  and  track 
teams. 

Buddie  Kerr,  brilliant  shortstop,  will  pilot 
the  ball  club  for  the  second  year.  His  record 
last  spring  earned  for  him  the  Dalton  Hamor 
Prize  for  the  best  baseball  player  in  the  school, 
and  he  has  been  an  outstanding  member  of 
the  team  this  year,  although  the  season  is  not 
far  enough  advanced  to  permit  him  to  reach 
his  stride.  Buddie  served  as  the  captain  of 
the  basketball  team  last  winter  through  a  most 
successful  season,  and  two  years  ago  he  was 
a  regular  member  of  the  football  team. 

John  Frank's  unusual  ability  in  the  field 
events  has  made  him  a  valuable  point  earner 
during  his  track  career  at  Governor  Dummer. 
In  discus,  shot,  and  javelin  he  has  captured  a 
number  of  first  places  for  the  Red  and  White. 
In  the  only  meet  so  far  this  year,  held  with 
Danvers  High  School  on  April  21,  Johnnie  put 
the  shot  for  first  place  with  a  throw  of  over 
45  feet,  and  he  has  been  hurling  the  javelin

school  football  team  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  his  performance  on  the  basketball  floor 
was  characterized  by  Mr.  Reagan  at  the  meet- 
ing for  the  winter  sport  awards  as  the  finest 
basketball  ever  played  by  a  boy  at  Governor 
Dummer.

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ROXBURY  LATIN  IS  WINNER 

IN  THIRD  BASEBALL  GAME 


The  Roxbury  Latin  nine  nipped  the  Gov- 
ernors by  a  score  of  5  to  4  in  the  third  game 
of  the  season,  played  at  West  Roxbury  on 
Saturday,  April  21. 

A  shift  in  the  battery  was  made  by  Mr. 
Eames  for  this  game,  and  Bob  Sommer  did 
the  pitching  with  Captain  Buddie  Kerr  be- 
hind the  plate.  This  was  Bob's  first  full  game 
of  pitching  at  Governor  Dummer.  and  his 
work  on  the  mound  will  undoubtedly  earn 
him  a  regular  position  on  the  pitching  staff. 
John  Bemben  played  at  second  in  this  game 
in  place  of  Yenning  Davis,  and  Bill  Murphy 
took  Sommer's  regular  position  at  third. 

As  in  the  previous  games,  the  Governors 
got  off  to  a  bad  start.  During  the  first  two 
innings  Roxbury  accumulated  three  runs  be- 
fore the  visiting  team  could  settle  down.  Cap- 
tain John  Sullivan  of  Roxbury  was  credited 
writh  the  longest  hit  of  the  afternoon  when  he 
poled  a  lofty  smash  to  the  center  field  fence 
and  barely  missed  getting  a  homer.  The  fast 
work  of  Clvde  Cristman,  however,  held  Sulli- 
van to  two  bases. 

No  more  scoring  occurred  until  the  fifth 
inning  when  the  Governors  opened  a  drive 
which  netted  three  runs.  Johnnie  Bemben, 
Aaron  Goodale,  and  Bob  Sommer  connected 
with  base  hits  during  this  drive.  Roxbury 
Latin,  however,  pushed  two  more  runners 
across  the  plate  in  their  half  of  the  inning, 
ending  their  scoring  for  the  afternoon.

HARVARD  FRESHMAN  NINE 

ROMPS  TO  EASY  VICTORY 


The  Governors  met  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
the  Harvard  Freshman  baseball  team  by  the 
score  of  19  to  3  in  the  first  home  game  on 
April  25.  Two  disastrous  innings  destroyed 
the  hopes  of  the  Governor  Dummer  nine,  al- 
though the  team  was  hitting  better  than  in 
the  season's  earlier  games. 


In  the  first  inning  the  Crimson  jumped 
away  to  a  2 — 0  lead  when  Macintosh  singled 
and  Bilodeau  tripled.  In  their  half  of  the 
inning  the  Governors  went  out  in  order,  but 
in  the  following  frame  they  made  a  run  which 
seemed  all-important  at  the  time.  Bill  Hutch- 
inson hit  a  long  ball  to  left  field  for  a  triple 
and  scored  when  Perry  Reynolds  bingled 
through  short.  Reynolds  was  advanced  to 
second,  but  could  get  no  farther  before  the 
inning  ended. 

The  third  inning  was  marked  by  good  ball 
playing  on  the  part  of  both  teams,  and  a  num- 
ber of  sure  hits  were  cut  down  by  excellent 
work  in  the  field.  At  this  point  the  game 
promised  to  be  close,  but  the  following  inning 
told  a  different  story.  In  two  hits  the  Fresh- 
men cornered  seven  runs,  and  the  morale  of 
the  home  team  was  badly  shaken.  Signs  of 
life  appeared,  however,  in  the  last  half  of  the 
fifth  when  Captain  Buddie  Kerr  doubled  and 
Bill  Murphy  followed  with  a  home  run  which 
ended  the  Governors'  scoring  for  the  day. 

Not  to  be  outdone,  the  Harvard  team  came 
back  with  six  more  runs  to  keep  the  game 
well  out  of  danger.  This  was  the  last  straw 
for  the  Governors,  but  the  Crimson  scored 
four  more  times  before  the  end  of  the  game. 
According  to  the  earned  runs  of  each  team, 
the  score  would  have  been  much  closer,  but 
the  Red  and  White  handed  out  too  many  er- 
rors to  be  successful. 

Bill  Murphy,  playing  at  third  for  the  Gov- 
ernors, turned  in  an  excellent  game.  In  addi- 
tion to  covering  his  position  for  the  entire 
game  without  an  error  in  spite  of  numerous 
chances,  he  accumulated  a  double  and  a  home 
run  out  of  four  trips  to  the  plate.  Bill  Hutch- 
inson also  was  playing  good  ball,  coming 
through  the  afternoon  with  no  errors  in  the 
field,  and  a  triple  and  single  out  of  three 
times  at  bat.  Johnnie  Bemben  started  on  the 
mound  for  the  Governors  and  was  relieved  by 
Bob  Sommer  during  the  last  two  innings.

TRACKMEN  WIN  FROM  DANVERS 

IN  OPENING  MEET,  54  TO  35 


The  first  track  meet  of  the  spring,  which 
took  place  against  Danvers  High  School  on 
April  21  at  South  Kyfield,  ended  in  a  victory 
for  the  Governors,  54  to  35.  Because  of  the 
wet  condition  of  the  track,  none  of  the  events 
were  run  in  exceptional  time,  but  the  Gover- 
nors gave  promise  of  developing  a  strong 
team. 

In  the  opening  event,  the  120-yard  hurdles, 
John  Davidson  set  the  right  example  for  the 
Governors  by  coming  in  first  in  16  1-5  sec- 
onds. Bill  Mulliken  and  Dick  Segler  caught 
the  spirit  and  immediately  brought  home 
eight  more  points  by  finishing  first  and  second 
in  the  100-yard  dash. 

The  next  event  also  found  the  Red  and 
White  victorious  as  Steve  Peabody  and  Wal- 
ter Comfort  took  the  first  two  places  in  the 
mile  run.  Danvers  offered  difficult  opposi- 
tion in  the  quarter  mile  and  walked  off  with 
two  places,  but  in  the  next  event,  which 
looked  like  a  dead  heat  until  the  last  few  sec- 
onds, Mex  Fernandez  came  through  in  fine 
shape  to  win  first  place  in  the  880.  The  final 
running  event,  the  220-yard  dash,  found  Mul- 
liken again  in  first  place  and  Ernest  McPhail 
in  third. 

The  Governors  led  in  the  field  events  by 
the  score  of  20  to  15.  Johnny  Frank  put  the 
shot  45  feet  &]/>  inches  for  a  first  place, 
and  Segler  took  second.     In  the  broad  jump 


Rusty  Brewer  came  into  the  limelight  with  a 
jump  of  18  feet  5J/>'  inches  which  gave  the 
Governors  another  five  points.  In  the  high 
jump  Danvers  took  the  first  two  places  and 
Brewer  came  in  third.  Not  content  with  two 
first  places  in  the  track  events,  Bill  Mulliken 
won  the  pole  vault  and  earned  the  honor  of 
high  scorer  for  the  meet. 

The  track  team  faces  the  New  Hampshire 
Interscholastics  and  Moses  Brown,  and  meets 
will  probably  be  arranged  with  the  Melrose 
High  School  and  with  Deerfield  Academy  and 
the  Amherst  Freshmen.

The  junior  baseball  team  opened  its  season 
on  Tuesday,  April  24,  with  a  4  to  3  victory 
over  the  Emerson  School  on  the  home  field.

Both  pitchers  worked  more  effectively  dur- 
ing the  next  two  innings,  the  only  point  of  in- 
terest being  another  double  by  McMenimen. 
Emerson,  however,  tied  the  score  with  a  rally 
in  the  fourth,  and  because  of  lack  of  time  it 
was  agreed  that  the  game  should  end  as  soon 
as  either  team  broke  the  tie.
